Doddie district. With the sun shining on the granite city of Aber- 
deen, we rolled out through the suburbs towards the purple hills 
with their valleys between where the sleek black Aberdeen-Angus 


razed. 
. We caught a grand view of the Donside country as it was just 
“heathering out into 


bloom.” As we threaded 
our way westward, wind- 
ing along the curving 
roads bordered with stone 
fences, rolling through vil- 
lages and hamlets where 
vivid splashes of the reds, 
yellows and blues of flow- 
er boxes and gardens 
caught, the eye, it secmed 
a perfect setting for the 
Doddies and the hardy race 
which had evolved the 
breed that had spread ov- 
er the cattle world and 
won top honors wherever 
cared for under the breed- 
ers’ and feeders’ eyes. 

Greystone, about 30 
miles out, was our first 
stop, the home of Col. Har- 
ry Forbes of the famous 
Gordon Highlanders. The 
Colonel farms some seven 
farms, and does it in as 
vigorous and systematic a 
manner as he had chased 
Boers in South Africa or 
Heinies in France to win 
the D. S. M.

Ing at cattle; the weather a ———_ 
man seemed to take a dev- 
ilish delight in cutting 
loose with a shower when- 
ever the Editor picked up 
uS camera to get some pictures. Therefore none were taken at 
Greystone, though the cattle were up to picture standards.

smooth cows and heifers 
being found outstandiny 
and tracing back to this 
line in practically every 
case where we asked about 
; the top few. We saw a 
great 10-year-old Miss Burgess cow worth while. Col. Forbes has 
little time for pedigree fads in his system of farming, though 
getting Ballindalloch bulls of merit to top outstanding females. 

Dairying is one of the side lines for which every female of 
the breed is expected to show qualifications in this section of 
Scotland. All the farmers demand it, tenants as well as land 
proprietors, and the shows place emphasis upon dairy cows. Hence, 
all dairy animals that are not pure-bred Aberdeen-Angus are 
grades sired by pure-bred bulls. The eattle, with the exception 
of the show herds are ex- 
pected’ to look well on 
grass in summer and on 
turnips and barley straw 
in winter, and they do, 
too! 

After we had seen the 
cows with bull calves, 
those with heifers, the 
yearling and two-year-old 
heifers and the herd bull, 
we joined the Colonel an 
Mrs. Forbes in a pot of tea 
and resumed the journey. 
You who haven’t been to 
Scotland may ask Alex. 
Minty about what is serv- 
ed before the tea. 

We next motored over 
to Kildrummy Castle, the 
home of Col. Ogston. The 
colonel lives in a modern 
house, but just across the 
ravine, a hundred yards or 
so, are the famous Kil- 
drummy Castle ruins that 
are fairly soaked in his- 
toric blood. Tourists come 
from all parts of the world 
to study Scotland’s 
castles, and Kildrummy is 
te SS ; one of their favorites.

rough boys in their early 
days, and when the Low- 
landers weren’t fighting 
the Highlanders, they

For many years the Rust fami- 
ly have been recognized as the lead- 
ers in cattle feeding in McLean 
county, Illinois, each year several 
hundred cattle being the product of 
their lots. And as producers of 
prime cattle, they rank among the 
best. The reputation was kept up 
when B. F. Rust of Randolph, IIli- 
nois, recently marketed 103 Aberdeen-Angus steers that sold at 
$17.00 to $17.25, at Chicago, the load at the latter price being 15c 
per hundred higher than the next highest sale which was also for 
Aberdeen-Angus offerings. The high sale was 25c higher than the 
best price paid for cattle of any other breed. 

Mr. Rust has been feeding cattle for twenty-five years and al- 
ways makes them good. “Practically all of this time I have handled 
Aberdeen-Angus cattle,” said Mr. Rust. “I think there are no bet- 
ter cattle for feeding. They make good gains and at the end of the 
feeding period show their finish best. 

“Each year I handle 175 to 200 head and the lot which I re- 
cently marketed was the last of around 200 head I handled during 
the season. These cattle were purchased from several breeders in 
Missouri, being picked up in small lots. They all had plenty of 
quality and many of them were pure breds. They had the quality 
at the start and came from a country where they have excellent blue 
grass, which had the cattle in fine shape when I put them in the 
feed lot.”

An outstanding 
feature of the sale 
was the fact that one 
load was sorted out 
of a three-load lot 
and sold to a loca! 
feeder buyer at the 
top price of $17.25. 
They averaged 1400 
pounds. They were 
sent to Kentucky for 
further finishing and 
were exhibited in the 
fat carload class at 
the Kentucky State 
Fair. He put them 
back on feed immed- 
iately afterwards to 
add to their fitness 
and make them su- 
perior to any other 
cattle shown in the

“The cattle were 
sold in two lots of 


three loads each and 
the load taken out as feeders were sorted out of one of the three 


load lots. I wish I had known that a feeder buyer was looking for 
cattle of this sort. I could have made him up a real load out of the 
six which I had to sell. He secured a good load alright, but in the 
lot that went to the killers were some steers of the blocky type that 
would have been ideal candidates for high honors in any show ring,” 
said Mr. Rust. 

“T fed these cattle in the old fashioned way, as it might be put,” 
added Mr. Rust. “They were given a ration of corn, shock corn, 
molasses meal and alfalfa hay. They were fed about seven months. 
At the start they were fed shock corn with molasses meal and corn 
in the ear. This ration was given until about March 1, when I dis- 
continued the shock corn and fed alfalfa hay in its place. Ear 


corn was fed at all times, when once started and the latter ration 
was continued until the cattle were shipped to market. 

“The steers consumed about four pounds of alfalfa hay per day 
per head, about three pounds of molasses meal and the entire 103 
head cleaned up about 45 bushels of corn, making a little less than 
gerd bushel of corn per steer per day.

Iowa Feeder Made Big Profit on Short-Feds. 


When J. C. Hanna, Danville, Iowa, on September 9th, marketed 
his load of Aberdeen-Angus yearlings that averaged 883 pounds at 
$17.75, he did not get the top of the Chicago market, but consider- 
ing the short period they were on feed, the sale was outstanding 
and by far the highest in a long time for “short-fed” cattle. Mr. 
Hanna always makes them good, but at the same time he always 
aims to keep production costs down to a minimum. 

Economy was followed closely in the venture with this lot of 
cattle and because of the cheapness of production and the large 
profit realized makes the sale conspicuous. It demonstrated much 
in quick maturity to Mr. Hanna, because Aberdeen-Angus cattle are 
his old favorites.

= half a dozen more counties where 
a and girls are raising Aberdeen- 
Angus baby beeves, but Blount seems 
to be taking the lead from the standpoint of the number of club 
member's eniolled and the general interest in the work. 

Ss, G. Abernathy, county agent at Maryville, organized the club 
in Blount County early last spring. He did it in a most proctical 
way. Several breeders of Aberdeen-Angus cattle in the county 
were induced to furnish a certain number of calves to be used in 
the club. These were brought into Maryville and were put into 
three classes according to their merit. The first class was sold to 
club boys and girls at 12 cents a pound, the second class at 11 cents 
a pound and the third class at 10 cents a pound. 

These figures were slightly below the market price at that time, 
but the animals cost enough so that every club member realized he 
had an obligation to meet in paying for his calf. The county agent 
had the assistance of the county livestock association and the bank- 
ers of Maryville. 

Blount is an ideal cattle raising county and every one is inter- 
ested in the development of the cattle industry as well as educating 
the farm boys and girls. 

All club members placed their calves on red clover, Japan clo- 
ver or orchard grass pastures at the beginning of the contest. They 
had so much grazing that the calves consumed a limited amount of 
consentrated feeds. They put on splendid gains, but some of the 
bovs and girls have recently become afraid that the calves would 
not take on enough finish to compete in the shows this fall. 

Late in August the state club leader, the county agent and

several club members made an inspection tour of the county. The 
calves were found to be in good condition and well grown, but of 
course lacked the finish necessary for the show ring. 

All club members were advised to take the calves off the pas- 
tures the first of September and finish them as much as possible 
by the time the fairs begin. From that date they spared no feed 
or effort in preparing the calves for the fairs. All being fed suit- 
able rations, kept in smaller enclosures so they would not walk off 
too much flesh. The boys used comb, brush, soap and water, 
and haltered the calves a few minutes every day in order that they 
be managed easily in the show rings. 

This is the first attempt that the club boys and girls of Blount 
County have made to do baby beef club work, and like their county 
agent, all are conservative in their statements as well as their be- 
lief about what they will win in the contests. Suffice it to say, 
however, that the county club that takes away more money and 
ribbons than Blount is going to be indeed a successful county. 

A “calf club show circuit” was established by the county agents 
of Tennessee this year at Knoxville, Chattanooga and Atlanta fairs 
and the fat stock show in Nashville. The club boys and girls of 
Blount County are getting ready for the Nashville fat stock show the 
8th and 9th of December. 

The people of Blount County want to show their appreciation 
of what the boys and girls have done, and a county contest is being 
planned. Aberdeen-Angus calves and Poland China pigs will be 
shown, and some nice county prizes will be awarded to those who 
have succeeded with their work.

Association. 

The program that I have laid out will keep me on the jump 
every minute, so if I am rather brief at times, it will be because I 
am hard pressed for time, and not because I believe in brevity, but 
rather enough essential information to keep you fully posted as to 
my progress.—J. P. Doherty.

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Red Calves in the Black Breeds of Cattle 


Color is an important factor in the 
livestock industry because breeders have 
come to accept certain colors as standard 
The Guernsey breeder 
avoids animals with dark muzzles; breeders 
of Duroc-Jersey swine dislike to see black 
spots on the belly and legs; a bay Perch- 
eron stallion would not generally be chosen 
to head a Percheron stud; a red-and-white 
calf appearing in a herd of pure bred Hol- 
stein-Friesian cattle often brings a whole 
herd under suspicion. Yet the offending animal may be equal to the best in othe: 
respects, and, in spite of popular opinion to the contrary, his breeding may be 
equally pure. It is only the agreement to accept certain colors as the right colors 
that makes the animal undesirable. 

The inheritance of black and red color in cattle, especially the appearance of 
red calves in breeds whose standard color is black, is a troublesome matter to the 


for certain breeds. 


breeder. The appearance of such 
a calf leads to questioning the 
purity of the breeding, and mis- 
understanding and lawsuits may 
result in consequence. From the 
standpoint of heredity, however, 
the matter of color is relatively 
simple, and the application of 
certain definite scientific laws 
solves the problem for the breed- 
er. 

A half-century ago an Aus- 
trian monk, Gregor Mendel, 
worked out a definite rule by 
which he could predict what 
characters would appear in the 
offspring of plants on which he 
was experimenting and in what 
relative numbers the characters 
might be expected to appear. 
Later investigators found his re- 
sults correct and his rule came to 
be known as Mendel’s law. Up- 
on this law is based the work of 
the student of heredity. 

The plant breeder has been 
able to make greater use of the 
results of these experiments than 
has the animal breeder, largely 
because animals require longer 
time for reproduction and ex- 
perimental animals cost more 
than experimental plants. Other 
conditions than heredity influ- 
ence the development of many 
characters and make exact re- 
sults difficult to obtain. For 
example, the development of 
milk production in a dairy cow 
of carefully bred, high milking 
strain is dependent on conditions 
of feeding, care, management 
and the like, and it is difficult 
to say how much of the final re- 
sult in milk production is due to 
an inherited tendency and how 
much to other conditions. 

On the other hand, there are 
other characters which are very 
little, if at all, influenced by the 
conditions under which the ani- 
mal grows and lives. Color is 
one of these; it develops wholly 
according to the inheritance from 
the parents. This fact, coupled 
with the fact that laboratory re- 
sults with smaller animals ap- 
ply also to farm animals, allows 
the scientist to obtain very sat- 
isfactory and definite results in 


his study of the inheritance of color.

Inheritance of Black and Red 
Color 


The inheritance of red and 
black, when other complications 
are not present, is very simple. 
If a pure bre? animal of a black 
breed, such as an Aberdeen-An- 
gus, is bred to snother of some 
red breed, such, let us say, as a 
Red Polled, the calves obtained 
from the cross will be black. The 
same would be true if a Here. 
ford were taken as the red 
breed, but in this case the calves, 
although black, would have white 
faces. Now these calves inherit 
red from their red parent just 
as much as they do black from 
the black parent, but when the 
two come together only the black 
shows. It is said, therefore, thai 
black is dominant to red, since 
it dominates it in the appearance 
of the crossbred. The red, on 
the contrary, does not appear in 
the crossbred, and_ accordingly 
red is said to be recessive to 
black. 

The crossbred animals are 
really different from the par- 
ental blacks, in that they carry 
the inheritance of red though 
they do not show it. For if they, 
like their parents, are mated to 
reds, the resulting calves will no 
longer all be black, but there will 
appear red ones as well. In fact, 
the numbers of black and red 
calves produced by such a mating 
will, in the long run, be equal. 


Appearance Not a Guide 


The crossbreds in this case 
‘‘masquerade in the guise of one 
of their parents,” and it is a 
very important point to get in 
mind that the appearance of an 
animal does not necessarily 
serve as an index as to how it 
will breed. It may be said that 


the pure bred blacks are constant in their breeding, since whether bred among 
themselves or crossed the result is the same. The crossbred, on the other hand, 
are inconstant in their breeding, for when bred to reds, as already shown, oF

Here is a chance for the Aberdeen-Angus to do som 
tising as well as other breeds of swine, horses, dai 
sheep. We understand that “Doc” Lowe’s count 
has been making a drive for this honor,

Crisis in Paraguayan Cattle Industry 


The cattle industry of Paraguay is passing 
through a serious crisis as a result of the 
suspension of operations by the three Ameri- 
can meat-packing plants. The demand for 
cattle is now limited to the slaughter houses 
in about five cities, amounting to only 300 
head of cattle per day. Prices are now only 
35 per cent. of what they were one year ago. 

The ranch owners feel that the only way 
to relieve the situation is to export their cat- 
tle to Argentina. A bill was therefore pre- 
sented to Congress asking that all steers ex- 
ported be exempted from the 50-peso export 
duty and that the export duty on cows be re- 
duced from $10 Argentine gold to $2. 

However, as the Argentine cattle market 
is also passing through a similar crisis, the 
prospects for the relief of the situation are 
not bright.—American Consul, Asuncion.

Cran’s sitting room in “the wee hoos at the 
foot of the hill,” he recalled his visit to 
the International with a good story or two 
including the one about Mr. Eckhardt’s New 
York friend who decided to buy a cow. This 
New Yorker had one ambition: to own the 
pest motor car in the world, and he thought 
ke had achieved that ambition. He gave 
Mr. Cran several runs in the car to demon- 
strate it, finally becoming so enthusiastic 
that he offered the Scot “a nip of some reai 
Scotch.’ Mr. Cran tested it and set the 
glass down with a frown. “My dear sir,” 
he said, “that is NOT real Scotch! You 
come up to the hotel with me and | will give 
you a taste of REAL Scotch; you can drink 
it just like milk.” The great car slid quick- 
ly back to the hotel and the New Yorker got 
his demonstration of “real Scotch.” “Well,” 
he said, “I never could see much in this 
cattle business until now, but if you can 
get me the cow that gives that ‘milk,’ I'L 
buy her and go into the Aberdeen-Angus 
business.’

“IT think the Aberdeen-Angus are just 
fine,” continued Mr. Hanna, “they made very 
good gains, as these figures show, consider- 
ing the method I followed in preparing them 
for the market. From the start they did 
good and all through the period they utilize;

The important thing to be observed from the sum- 
mary is that red calves appear only when (1) both 
the parents are red, (2) one parent is red and the 
other, though black, carries red (is a ‘‘masquerading” 
black), or (3) both parents are black, but both carry 
red. 

True Origin of Breeds Not Known 


It is of interest to consider the origin and history 
of certain black breeds in order to determine why 
some individuals may carry the undesired recessive 
red. In the first place it must be remembered that 
our definite knowledge of the history of even the best 
known breeds is relatively fragmentary and that the 
exact origin of no breed is definitely known, that is, 
it is not known just what elements have gone into its 
making. We commonly look for each component of 
a breed to have been used in considerable numbers, 
forgetting that some character, such, let us say, as a 
particular color, which happens to be fancied and 
which later is common to every member of the breed, 
may possibly have been introduced by the crossing in 
of a single animal possessing it. 

While in a few cases one or a few individual breed- 
ers have been in large part responsible for the foun- 
dation of particular breeds, as, for example, is the 


imals in their ancestry, or, as is now customary in all 
the better established breeds, that have both registered 
dam and sire. 

Since the offspring of the most famous animals of 
the breed are in greatest demand it results that in a 
few decades a very large proportion of a breed are 
their descendants, and with the interbreeding that 
takes place, this means that there is more or less of a 
blood relationship through the entire breed. 


Outcrossing in Early Stages 


A breed, then, is at best a rather artificial group. 
There is no breed which is not of more or less mixed 
origin, for even where they have not arisen simply by 
selection from the common stock of the country there 
have, in most cases, been definite outcrossings in the 
early stages to bring in desirable traits from other 
sources. As soon as the breed characteristics become 
definitely established selection rapidly eliminates many 
of the characters that are not desired, but for a long 
time some of these continue to crop out. Selection is 
necessarily based on the appearance of the animals, 
and as we have already seen in the matter of color, 
while individuals may possess the desired characters 
they may nevertheless be merely masqueraders and 
actually carry the other traits in a recessive condition. 
Thus, while an accepted definition of a breed is “a 
group of individuals, homogeneous in blood, and pos- 

sessing certain well-defined char- 
acteristics which are transmitted 


gether the expectation is three 
black calves to one that is red. 

A point of further interest and 
of much importance is that while 
these three blacks again are 
alike in appearance, they really 
represent the two types with re- 
spect to the way in which they 
will breed. On the average one 
of the three will breed with re- 
spect to black just as its pure- 
bred black grandparent did, that 
is, it will be constant, while the 
other two blacks will behave in 


by inheritance,” this definition 
must be taken with some allow- 
ance, since it is safe to say that 
there is no breed of animals 
which is strictly “homogeneous 
in blood.” 

It is easy to see how, if red 
animals have at any time entered 
into the composition of a black 
breed, even though there may 
since have been the most rigid 
selection, the red should still oc- 
easionally crop out. This is due 


their breeding like crossbreds— 
they are “masqueraders”’ and will 
be inconstant in breeding. The 
red will breed true like its red 
vrandparent. Since red is re- 
cessive it always shows when 
black is not present, and hence 
no reds can be masqueraders. 
Accordingly, red mated to red al- 
ways produces red offspring. 
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to the fact that the breeder, bas- 
6441 ing his selection merely on the 
color of the individual, may save 
blacks that are carrying red as 
well as those which are “pure” 
for black, and as we have seen, 
whenever two such “inconstant”’ 
blacks are mated, the chances are 
one in four that a red calf will 
result. As selection continues, 


There is one other combination 
that might be made, namely, the 
mating of a crossbred back to the 
black parent. Such a mating produces only black off- 
spring. 

There are only three types of animals with respect 
to black and red; first, the pure bred or constant 
bleck type; second, the crossbred, inconstant or mas~- 
querading black; and third, the pure bred, constant 
red. What may be expected from mating these in 
the different possible combinations is shown in the 
accompanying diagram (fig. 1). An important point 
to bear in mind is that the masquerading or incon- 
stant blacks behave the same in breeding, no matter 
in what generation they occur, that is, they behave 
like crossbreds whether they have been produced di- 
rectly as a cross between black and red parents, or 
whether they appear in later generations, and that, 
furthermore, the constant blacks are of the ‘‘pure bred 
type” and behave like pure breds with respect to black, 
even though both parents may have been crossbreds, 
as is shown by the individual farthest to the left in 
the bottom row of the diagram. 


Summary of mating of black and Red Types 


Constant black mated to: Constant blacks gives all 


black offspring ; inconstant black gives all black off- 
spring; red gives all black offspring. 

Inconstant black mated to: Constant black gives all 
black offspring ; ineonstant black gives 3 black to 1 
red offspring; red vives 1 black to 1 red offspring. 


An Aberdeen-Angus pedigree chart, which shows how close breeding brings out the latent red 


case with the Shorthorns, more commonly the breeds 
have been a gradual evolution and development from 
the common stock of the locality in which they origin- 
ated. Through general acceptance of some special 
more or less definite type in a particular region, the 
animals which conformed more closely to that type 
have been saved, at least by the more progressive 
breeders, until a considerable proportion of the cat- 
tle of that locality have gradually come to approach a 
unity both of color and other characters. In the earl- 
ier writings they have then been referred to as breeds 
and designated by the name of the locality, as the 
Zetland breed, the North Devon breed, and so on. 

In time, organizations for the furtherance of the 
breeds have usually been formed. These have estab- 
lished definite written descriptions or standards for 
the breeds and only animals possessing the require- 
ments there set down are considered as belonging to 
them. This is naturally followed by a system of reg- 
istry, so that all the standard breeds now have their 
herdbooks, and any animal to have standing in the 
breed must be registered in these books. In the early 
stages of breed formation, any individuals meeting the 
breed requirements as to size, form, color and other 
characters have commonly been entitled to registry, 
but after a certain period the books have been closed 
to miscellaneous entry and only those individuals ad- 
mitted that have one of the parents registered, or 
that can show a certain percentage of registered ani- 


however, none of these red calves 
being admitted to the breed, the 
number of black animals which 
earry red will gradually decrease, and there will be a 
corresponding infrequency in the appearance of red 
offspring. How well the facts bear out the forego- 
ing statements may be seen by examining the history 
of certain breeds. 


The Aberdeen-Angus 


It was long a generally accepted theory that “the 
wild white cattle of England,’ now maintained in a 
few private parks, represent the primitive wild cat- 
tle of the country and are the stock from which the 
domesticated breeds of Great Britain have originated. 
There have, however, been dissenter from this opinion 
and their views have been summarized by Wilson, 
who holds that the ordinary domesticated cattle are 
descended from an original wild form, the bones of 
which are occasionally dug up in Great Britain and 
continental Europe, known to science as Bos longifrons. 

He believes this prehistoric ancestor to have been 
black in color, though some dark grayish or brownish 
‘color would seem more probable for the animal in its 
original wild state. At any rate it appears that the 
domesticated cattle of Scotland, Wales and Cornwall 
were largely black till the end of the seventeenth 
century, but with a sprinkling of other colors, such 
as red, white, brindle and dun, and Wilson assumes 
that the prevailing color of the cattle in all Great 
Britain, previous to the coming of the Romans at

about the beginning of the Christian era, was black. 

These he speaks of as the Celtic cattle. 

The white cattle, according to Wilson, were brought 
to England by the Roman invaders, and later import- 
ant additions to the stock in Great Britain were made 
by the Anglo-Saxons, who brought their red cattle 
principally to the eastern country, whence they spread 
over practically all of England, and the Norse in- 
vaders, who brought dun-colored cattle to Scotland. 
Later, extensive importations of red-and-white Dutch 
cattle were made into the eastern countries, and these 
last are believed to have entered extensively into the 
composition of the Shorthorn breed as it exists today. 
All the present-day breeds, in fact, are the result of 
the combining of these early stocks, and later selec- 
tion for various types. It is not at all probable, 
furthermore, that the cattle brought in at these dif- 
ferent times were, by any means, so uniform in color 
as is suggested, since we have no basis for believing 
that breeding was anything but largely haphazard in 
those days, and while a prevailing fancy might result 
in a predominating color among the cattle of a parti- 
cular people, it is more than likely that other colors 
remained common as well, and all sorts would be 
taken by the colonists when they established a new 
home. 

It is only in very recent times that breed restric- 
tions have become so rigid as to make all the cattle 
of a breed conform to a single color. 

There have also doubtless been other minor impor- 
tations into Great Britain from time to time, and the 
influence of these with respect to any particular color 
or other character they may have brought in cannot 
be accurately estimated. It will be obvious, therefore, 
that an attempt to trace the exact origin of any breed 
is bound to be largely guesswork. The major compon- 
ents of any breed may usually be known, however, 
since, as previously stated, it is usually made up in a 
very large part from the type most prevalent in the 
locality in which it originates. 

Like practically all present-day breeds, the Aber- 
deen-Angus is the result of a mixture from several 
sources. Wilson believes the foundation to have been 
the black inland cattle of Scotland crossed with the 


dun hornless cattle of the coastal provinces. Later, 
other colors came in from the south, particularly red, 
brindle, white and roan from Longhorn and Shorthorn 
crosses. At the present time most of these colors 
have been eliminated, but still, as Wilson says, ‘‘an 
occasional flecked or red calf appears to the surprise 
and consternation of its owner, and to the production 
of thought and speculation and wild statements.” 

Elsewhere he writes: ‘Twenty or thirty years ago 
such phenomena were more common than now. At 
that time a calf with a brown stripe down the back 
and a tan muzzle, another with brindle mark- 
and another’ with short horns 
a ferlie—was not a marvel. Sixty or seventy years 
ago these phenomena were all common, and horned 
and hornless cattle, many of the former the ancestors 
of the present-day hornless cattle, competed together 
for prizes even at the shows of the Highland and Ag- 
ricultural Society of Scotland. A century ago the 
horned and hornless grew up side by side not only on 
neighboring farms, but in the same fields, claiming 
frequently to be children of the same parents.” It 
is also said that colors and markings were found at 
that time which do not crop out at all in the breed 
today. 

These facts agree entirely with what would be ex- 
pected from the inheritance of red and black. Red 
being recessive to black it can be carried by black 
individuals without being evident; in other words, 
there are likely to be many black ‘‘masqueraders” 
whose presence in a herd may be unsuspected until 
two of them happen to be bred together, when red 
off-spring may result; but even then the chances of 
a red calf being dropped are only one in four. Ken- 
neth McGregor, formerly of the Iowa Agricultural 
College, says that red Aberdeen-Angus calves which 
occurred in the herd there were of a very dark shade, 
more the color of Red Polled than of Shorthorn red. 

The consensus of opinion is that these red calves 
if bred together will breed true, that is, they will 
throw nothing but red offspring, and this also agrees 
with expectation. There have, indeed, been herds of 
entirely red Aberdeen-Angus cattle formed in this way. 
It is stated that there was formerly one such owned

of certain types in breeding. 
in the first and second volumes of the American 
herdbook, and a large number of the animals regis- 
tered in those two volumes are indeed Scotch founda- 
tion stock which was never in this country. Begin- 
nind with Volume 3 mention is made of all off-color 
individuals registered, “‘males red in color, or with a 
noticeable amount of pure white above the underline, 
or on leg or legs, or with scurs,”’ not being eligible to 
entry for breeding purposes. Such females could, 
however, be used to breed from until recently, a new 
rule having gone into effect with the beginning of 
Volume 28 that no off-color individuals as defined 
above, either male or female, shall be eligible to regis- 
try for breeding purposes, which practically means 
that none are registered at all after that time. 

Table I shows the number of off-colored animais 
(not including those involving distribution of white 
markings, with which we are not concerned) regis- 
tered in each of the first 27 volumes of the American 
herdbook, and the proportion of reds to other colors in 
each volume, this being indicated in the last column 
of the table as number of red individuals to each 
1,000 animals registered. Of the 22 reds registered in 
Volume 3, 9 were males and 13 females. No red males 
are registered in later volumes. 

The graph shown in figure 2 is constructed from 
the figures in the last column of Table I and shows 
strikingly the fact that there was a rapid falling off 
in the number of red Aberdeen-Angus cattle registered 
in Volumes 3 to 7. Following that the numbers in- 
creased somewhat, but in general there has been a 
slow, steady decrease since the first rapid fall in the 
early years, as evidenced by the curved line drawn 
in to indicate the general trend of the broken line. 
The gradual decrease in number of red animals regis- 
tered depends on several factors. In the first place, 
there is no doubt that they have become increasingly 
unpopular, so that from being tolerated in the early 
days of the breed, they have come to be excluded from 
registration entirely. They are, moreover, looked on 
with suspicion by many, as indicating possible irapur- 
ity of breeding, and there is no doubt that this .eelin 
tends to spread as the occurrence of red calves be- 
comes less frequent. In the second place it must be 
recalled that the number of red calves registered by 
no means represents all of that color that are dropped 
by pure bred dams. No red males are recorded after 
Volume 3, so that the actual number of red calves 

born would doubtless be at least double the numbers 


recorded. Furthermore, while some breeders made a 
practice of registering all their off-color calves (all 
the calves registered by one breeder in one volume 
were red), others doubtless did not register them at all. 

In spite of these complications and imperfections in 
the data, however. the curve in figure 2 probably does 
Lepresent to a considerable extent the actual facts as 
regards the occurrence of red calves in the Aberdeen- 
Angus bred in this country. And although even the 
red cows can no longer be registered for breeding pur- 
poses, red calves may be expected to appear now and 
then for many years, but in slowly decreasing num- 
bers, for there will still be many ‘‘masqueraders” 
among the blacks, and when two of them are mated 
by chance, the probabilities are one in four that the 
ealf will be red. 

This emphasizes again the fact that both parents of 
a red calf are equally responsible for the departure 
from the desired color—they must both be “‘masquer- 
aders."" Furthermore, from each parent there must 
be an unbroken line of individuals red or “earrying 
red,’ that is, ‘‘masqueraders,’’ back to the remote red 
animals included in the ancestry of the breed. Some 
of these facts are illustrated strikingly in the sample 
In this chart the squares 
Horizontal 


pedigree chart in figure 3. 
represent males and the circles females. 
connecting lines indicate matings, while the vertical 
lines lead to the offspring of these matings. The 
black squares and circles represent animals known to 
be black; red squares and circles indicate red individ- 
uals; the plain unshaded figures indicate no record as 
to color. These are animals either from the Scotch 
herdbooks or the first two volumes of the American 
books, color not being recorded in either case. Most 
of them, doubtless, were black, but there is no assur- 
ance that all were. The number below each individual 
is its number in the American herdbook. 

There are a number of points of interest in this 
pedigree. In the first place, there is a considerable 
amount of inbreeding. Note, for instance that 4,465 
and 3,123 trace back to a brother and sister (820 and 
3,124), the parents of these (824 and 821) being re- 
spectively great-grandparents of 4,465 and grandpar- 
ents of 3,123. These two animals, 4,465 and 3,123, 
were both black ‘‘masqueraders,’ for they produced 
twins, one of which (7,014) was black and the other 
(10,583) red. The great amount of inbreeding beyond 
this point is obvious and the large number of red 
calves produced is correspondingly conspicuous. These 
same individuals doubtless produced many black calves 
from the same or other matings, but these are not in- 
dicated in the chart. 

The full red lines mark the descent of the reces- 
sive “red” trait where it can be indicated with cer- 
tainty, and similarly the heavy outlines on the un- 
colored squares and circles indicate known ‘“‘masquer- 
aders.” There can be little doubt that at least one of 
animals 824 and 821, at the top of the chart, carried 


the “‘red’’ inheritance, but the records are lacking to 
prove it. If that were the case the full red lines 
would continue up from both 4,465 and 3,123 till they 
met at that point. This probability is indicated in 
the chart by the broken red lines. In the same way 
6,442 or 6,138 (or possibly both) must either have been 
red in color or have carried red as a recessive in order 
to account for the fact that 6,441 (at the right of the 
chart) was a ‘‘masquerader.” This brings out the in- 
teresting point that it would only be necessary for 
two of the original animals, 824 or 821 and 6,442 or 
6,138, to have carried the red trait in order to ac- 
count for all seven of the red individuals that appear 
in the pedigree. 

It is worth while to observe more closely the 
matings which produced red calves. The three red in- 
dividuals, 11,080, 11,079 and 11,078, were produced re- 
spectively by matings of the red cow 10,583, her black 
twin 7,014, and their mother 4,465, to the black “mas- 
querader” bull 6,441. The black twin 7,014 to her 
black half-brother (5,297) produced red 10,584 while 
red 10,585 came from a mating of this same bull back 
to the mother, and mated to his own full sister (7,015) 
he produced red 10,588. But while the close breeding 
in this case has tended to bring out the red color, it 
must be kept clearly in mind that it had nothing to 
do with producing the tendency to it in the stock. 
This came in, doubtless, from red foundation stock in 
the infancy of the breed, as has already been pointed 
out. Inbreeding simply makes more probable matings 
of individuals both of which carry the trait, and it 
is only from such matings that it can appear.. The 
probability of its appearance is equally as great if 
two entirely unrelated individuals carrying the inher- 
itance of red chance to be paired. 

One more point should be emphasized, namely, that 
the red individuals appearing in such stock as that 
indicated in the chart are just as truly “pure-bred”’ as 
are their black relatives, and there is no reason why, 
in all respects save color, they should not be fully as 
valuable. The fact that they are discarded while the 
blacks are retained is simply due to the turn of fort- 
une that black rather than red became the established 
fashion for the Aberdeen-Angus breed. Had red been 
the chosen color, there would never have been any 
trouble with the appearance of blacks as off-color in- 
dividuals, since red to red breeds true.

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shows over several which stood above her 
at Aberdeen. Mr. Cran considered her one 
of the greatest matrons he had ever had in 
the herd. We also took a look at his new 
Ballindalloch herd bull—no breeder in Scot- 
land considers himself in the running with- 
out a Ballindalloch stock bull. This was a 
son of Baron Beauford and cost 800 guineas 
at Perth. A heifer that was in preparation 
for the local shows was also seen, she, too, 
being one of Mr. Cran’s famous Enchantress 
Ericas. 

We then went out from the steadings and 
began that long climb of the hill that slopes 
up, up, up from the Don to the crest, with 
the Morlich farm sloping eastward and up- 
wards behind the “wee hoos and the stead- 
in’,” a climb that leaves the visitor breath- 
less from the combined exertion, the magnif- 
icent view up and down the Don and the ex- 
cellent and even bunch of black heifers at 
the top of the farm that hits his sight when 
he stops climbing. 

In this bunch of heifers, we saw four that 
were destined for the U. S., three to New 
York and one to Michigan. These were as 
even a bunch of youngsters as have ever 
come out of a Scotch herd for export, accord- 
Ing to the opinion of the visitors who should 
know. A great proportion of the Mortich 
cattle are Enchantress Ericas, though his 
Jemimas of Morlich, which branch off from 
the Queen Mothers, are famed the world 
over, and the herd has a long line of them 
of all ages. 

Col. Forbes “was the life of the party,” 
spinning bits of history interwoven with the 
Scenes we passed, with now and then an an- 

oon that brought a roar of laughter from 
€ passengers, some of whom remembered 


back to the times and places mentioned, or 
had heard of the men and events recoun- 
ted. Probably the story of how the clans 
Forbes and Gordon got the yellow and white 
stripes in their tartans was as funny as any. 
It seems in the early days, Gordon and 
Forbes were out hunting wild boars, and 
after a hard chase they were both “in at 
the death.” As they cornered the tired and 
frothing boar, Forbes grabbed the tail and 
Gordon the ears and the kill was made. But 
as the sweating and winded hunters backed 
away with the smile of triumph on their 
faces, both looked down at their kilts, which 
until then had been exactly alike as to the 
plaid combinations of green, blue and black. 
Forbes now had a white stripe across his 
but Gordon’s kilt showed a yellow streak, 
and from that day to this the only difference 
in the tartans of the two clans are the white 
and yellow stripes, put on by the wild pig. 

We passed Waterside, home of the once 
famed Waterside Matildas, the River Don 
flowing placidly along past the steading that 
had once turned history-making cattle out 
into the wide world. The expression “a 
great deal of water has passed under the 
bridge,” seemed most appropriate as we 
crossed the nearby bridge with a turn in the 
Don. Even the Scots change, I thought, as 
I caught glimpses of these high points in 
the early history of the Aberdeen-Angus 
breed. And ‘yet, on second thought, history 
is only the work of men, and when the men 
pass on, other men take up the work or let 
it drop; they follow the same paths, or turn 
into new ones as new ideas and new enthusi- 
asms are brought to the work. 

Past McCombie’s old place at Tillyfour, 
we went, on and on, up the Don. The story 
of how the foxy old McCombie had kidded 
Queen Victoria when she had paid a royal 
visit to Tillyfour following the Paris tri- 


umphs of the McCombie herd was recounted. 
The royal lady had sat on the front porch 
and beamed and approved as the winners 
were paraded past her view-point, only to 
be brought back again as the herd circled 
and recircled until Her Majesty’s enthusi- 
asm had abated. 

Another McCombie story had to do with 
the time he visited one of the leading herds 
where foot-and-mouth disease had been rav- 
aging. To talk about the yards and inspect 
the cattle meant the destruction of all 
clothes worn, if the disease was not to be 
carried home to the Tillyfour cattle, so in- 
stead of using a suit of his own, McCombie 
slipped into the house upon his arrival, 
changed suits with the owner, saw the cat- 
tle, allowed himself to be disinfected and 
then bundled up his suit and stuffed it into 
the stove, replacing his own clothes before 
leaving. He thus saw what he wanted to 
see, returned home without bringing the dis- 
ease to his herd and lost no clothing in com- 
ing back home “clean.” 

As we still wanted to see Mr. Wallace's 
Candacraig herd before heading back to Ab- 
erdeen, we had to hurrv away from Morlich 
and journey on up the Don to a new Aber- 
deen-Angus herd being founded with the 
best seed to be bought. Mr. Wallace showed 
us seven yearling heifers that would be very 
hard to equal. One was the record-priced 
Pinky Pride 2d of Ballintomb that cost 1300 
guineas at Perth last February. Then there 
was a Miss Burgess, a Blackbird, an Elb, 
an Enchantress Erica, a Jilt and another, 
all tops at the sales the past year. A Bal- 
lindalloch bull, bought at the top of the last 
Perth sale, heads the new herd, but time did 
not permit our going over to the other farm 
to see him if we were to get back to Aber- 
deen on time. We therefore loaded into the 
car and headed down the Don for Aberdeen.
